Condy McHugfh, one of Seda- 
lia’s best known citizens, today 
entered suit in the Pettis county 
circuit court against the M. K . & 
T. Railway Co., for $15 000 dam­ 
ages, his attorneys being Messrs. 
Cashman & Bohling. 
Philip J; 
Nagle, a Katy employe, is named 
as co-defendant. 
Mr. McHugh’s petition is quite 
Toluminous, 
but stripped of its 
legal verbiage it sets forth that on 
April 4, 1900, he was riding in a 
carriage, coming east on Fifth 
street. 
On nearing the crossing on the 
tboroughfare stated, it is alleged 
the engineer opened the cylinder 
cocks of the engine, permitting a 
dense volume of steam to escape, 
and also rang the engine’s bell vio­ 
lently, in consequence of which 
the horses be:ame frightened and 
started to run away. 
The animals dashed rapidly to­ 
ward the crossing, causing Mr. 
McHugh to believe that the car­ 
riage and team were certain to be 
run down by the engine, so he 
opened 
the 
carriage door and 
jumped out, in an effort to save his 
life. 
The petition alleges that instead 
•f alighting on his feet Mr. M c­ 
Hugh was hurled with violence 
against 
the 
defendant’s 
tracks, 
from which permanent injuries re­ 
sulted. 
The bones of one of his ankles 
were dislocated, Mr. McHugh de 
dares, and his foot and ankle were 
sprained and bruised. 
The petition then sets forth that 
,H:he plaintiff was laid up for severa 
months, during all of which time 
he suffered great bodily pain. 
Not only did he suffer pain 
while confined to his bed, but stil 
suffers it, and can only get arounc 
the streets of the city by the use o 
a cane. 
For all of which the plaintiff asks 
damages in the sum of $15,000.
